•In Russia there is a complote lack 
of ho.Tie life, religion, and e\-erything 
clre that does iwt constitute a strict 
materialistic idealism." stated Mr.

The unfortunates, 
formerly of the nobility, the wealthy 
a.Td the rcrglous, are ruthlessly dc- 
pri>cd of all means by which the 
average Russian obtalas his livelihood. 
Meat, eggs, clothing, shoes, paper, and 
other ncccwi'.ies to the German peo- 
ple, are unheard of luxuries to the

marriage and home life. The policy 
towards women in Germany Is .vo fa- 
vourably regarded by them that they 
are more enthusiastic supporters of 
the Hitler regime than arc the men.
